Moscow Dynamos were formed in 1887 by Clement 
Chamock, a director of the textile firm of Vicou! Morosov 
at Orekhovo, an industrial town near Moscow. 


He bought playing kit from England, but could not afford 
boots so he had studs fitted on the players shoes. 


Harry Charnock, Clem- 
ent’s brother, developed 
the club {advt. in London 
Times—wanted by Orek- 
novo Textile Mills, engi- 
neers, mechanics and 
clerks capabie of playing 
football well) which be- 
came OKS _{Orekhovo 
Klub Sport) in 1907 after 
the arrival of Wallace 
Davenport from Bolton. 

OKS, renamed Moro- 
svtsi, won the new Mos- 
cow championship five 
times in succession. 

Later they were adopt- 
ed by the Soviet Electri- 
ca! Trades Union. Hence 
the name Dynamo. 

They were original 
members of the Division 
1 in 1936, and were never 
relegated. 

They have won the 
Russian First Division 
champtonship many 
times, and play at Dyna- 
mo Stadium which has a 
capacity of 64,000. 

Best season was in 
1945 when they won the 
championship with 40 
points from 22 games, 
losing orly once. They 
scored 73 goals and 
conceded only 13.

Bobrov of the Red Army, 
they toured Sweden and

Yashin was with Gros- 
cis, one of the first suc-

Victoria’s chances of beating-top Russian side Moscow 
Dynamo at Olympic Park this Sunday are extremely slight, 
but it could be a match which will re-establish this State 
as the hub of Australian soccer. 


The game gives Victorian coach Zvonimir Rasic and 
Melbourne's top players the opportunity to prove whether 
their 0-1 loss to the Rumanian ‘B’ team earlier this year 
accurately reflected the current standard of local soccer. 


Few people will ex- 
pect Victoria to hold 
— let alone beat — 
the Soviet team. How- 
ever, we can do with- 
out a repeat of the 
defeatist attitude of 
N.S.W. coach Frank 
Arok, who was re- 
ported as saying that 
he would be happy 
with a one or two 
goal defeat. 


Despite our tre 
mendous efforts in 
the past against 
teams as competent 
as Dynamo, the Rus- 
sians are sure to be 
a much better dis- 
ciplined touring side 
than were their 
British counterparts. 


Reports _ indicate 
that Dynamo have at 
least three or four

He was elected 
first club president 
and at the inaugural 
meeting, exclaimed 
“Why the basket 
ball?’’, when a soccer 
ball was put on the 
table. 


In fact Frankston City S.C. 
started as an off-shoot of the 
British migrants club, Hearts 
of Oak. 


Today's president and life 
member of the club Mr. 
Nippy Prior, was also a foun- 
dation member. He is known 
as Mr. Soccer down Frankston 
way. 


From these modest begin- 
nings has developed a major 
upsurge of Soccer in the area. 


The following _ statistics 
have been supplied and veri- 
fied by Mr. Norman Jones, 
pueily officer of Frankston 

ity. 


Within the boundaries of 
the City of Frankston are 
seven Soccer clubs compris- 
ing seven senior sides with 
103 registered players and 
33 junior teams with 420 
registered players. These 
clubs are controlled by 102 
officials but have only nine 
Soccer grounds and one under 
private construction. 


One of the nine grounds 
is on land owned by the 
Board of Works, who charge 
$10 pet week to the struggl- 
ing junior club, Peninsula 
S.C. No ground markings, 
dressing accommodation or 
other amenities are provided. 


One of the. other grounds 
is only available on Satur- 
day mornings until noon, 
The city fathers of Frankston 
have, therefore, provided 
only SEVEN full time grounds, 
to accommodate 40 soccer 
teams, 


Frankston City Council is 
showing great reluctance to 
provide urgently needed play- 
ing oreas for these teams. 
Perhaps the officials and 
parents of the boys will 
show their disapproval at 
the next council elections. 


Frankston City have three 
senior teams and 45 regis- 
tered players, together with 
seven junior teams and 90 
registered players. 

To house these players 
they have two grounds — 
Cranbourne Road oval for 
funiors, available only on Sat- 
urday mornings, and North 
Seaford Reserve. 

In 1963, officials = from 
Frankston City went to the 
fast developing Pines Esti 
district and started the Frank- 
ston Pines Soccer Club. 

Mr, Eddie Bardsley, present 
vice chairman of Frankston 
City, was thelr first coach. 
Pines now have 15 officials, 
two senior teams with 28 
registered players and four 
junior teams with 50 junior 
players. 

They have two grounds on 
Pines Estate and are at pres- 
ent negotisting with the city 
council to part pay for the 
erection of new clubrooms, 

Growth of Soccer is so 
great in this area that two 
grounds are not enough. 


The year 1964 saw the 
emergence of another Soccer 
club, Langwarsin. Although 
not in the city boundaries, .its 
ground, Lawton Park, is. 

The club was started by 
that hard working, dedicated 
Seccer firebrand, Ted Thorn- 
ton. Local businessman Mr. 
Con Van Den Engel is the 
present chairman. 

They have 12 officials, two 
senior teams with 30 regis- 
tered players and two junior 
sides, also with 30 regis- 
tered players.
